Abagnalc grew up In New York slate, 
the son of a well-to-do businessman — a 
loving father who became his son's first 
victim. 

After taking his father Tor 13,400, and 
doing a short stint la b country club- 
style reform school, he left home u( 16 
and ran away to New York City. 

There, he watched a party of carefree 
pilots and stewardesses emerge laugh- 
ing from a hotel. 

It was his first inspiration to be some- 
one other than Frank Abagnale. 

First, he posed as a student doing a re- 
port on a pilot's life. Flattered, the 
airmen told him all he needed to know. 

within hours he had conned the air- 
lines out of a uniform, telling them lie 
was a Los Angeles-based pilot whose 
uniform was lost and he had to make a 
flight later that day. 

He gui identification papers, and at 18 
began his bold impersonation of a pilot. 

He delighted in bis discovery that air- 
lines had reciprocal agreements allow - 
ing pilots lo ride Iree oc "deadhead" in 
the cockpit. And better yet, he could 
charge bote! rooms, meals and cash 
checks anywhere, any time. 

'Ihadafieklday."Abagnalesaid "It 
was the perfect front" 

For two years Abagnale stung Pan 
Am. riding tree for 3 million miles and 
leaving a trad of bogus checks on four
